OAT yourself and your child 
ready now for his first day ut 
school In the few remaining days 
before school opens, you can help 
him grow acquainted with some 
children who will be in his class, 
lf you have not already done to. 
It would bt fine lf a few of these 
playmates could go with him on 
that first day In your car, or with 
him as he walks. 
Unless you and he have already 
met his teacher, you will want to 
go with your child the first school 
morning. Graciously present him 
to the teacher as you would pre­ 
sent an honored guest. Then go 
home and don’t linger long in do­ 
ing so. 
Leave Promptly 
The teacher has so many new 
children and their mothers to 
contend with that she will appre­ 
ciate your leaving promptly. If 
you hang around, you will only 
render her work harder and Ma 
dependence on you greater. Just 
Imagine yourself In the teacher's 
place lf you and a score of other 
mothers should stay for a long 
while. 
If you call for your cMld In the 
evening, be there not a minute 
too soon. The only reason you 
should choose to go to bring him 
home Is for his safety. If he lives 
no more than four or five blocks 
away, you should walk and teach 
him safe ways of crossing the 
streets. Even so, It will be very 
desirable to Invite some of his 
classmates to walk with you. 
If you continue to be anxious 
about his safety, why not work 
out a plan with several mothers 
to take turns In going with or re 
tu rn in g w ith th e ch ild ren 
whether you walk or drive? 
Should your child live within 


easy walking distance, It might 
be well for you and a neighbor to 
take turns at meeting the chil­ 
dren part way from school, thus 
observing the byways these chil­ 
dren might be tempted to tike, 
and guiding them in choosing the 
most direct route. 
Surely you will want to be tam e 
when your child arrives home, 
especially during the first several 
weeks. His warm welcome then Is 
precious. He likes to tell of hts 
experiences of the day. His doing 
so amplifies his Independence of 
you. Furthermore, this welcome 
motivates him to come directly 
home, and helps keep him from 
learning to loiter on the way 
As a rule, your child will have 
classmates who live In your 
neighborhood. You help him get 
along with other children st 
school as you find ways for him 
to have good times with his play­ 
mates In the home neighborhood, 
attracting them to your premises, 
letting him go to their homes. 
If he wishes to stop at a play­ 
mate’s on his way home from 
school, contrive a way by which 
you know when he plans to do so. 
Usually. Ifs better for him always 
to come right home and do his 
visiting afterwards. 
If you have reason to suppose 
he Is tormented on the way to 
and from school by bullies, you 
will want to drop by at various 
times and places to ascertain the 
facts, and then devise ways for 
such protection as Is necessary 
for his self-defense. 
Let me urge parrots of children 
three and four to cultivate self- 
reliance and Independence in 
these youngsters, and encourage 
them to have lots of fun with 
other children of their age now, 
to make them better equipped for 
starting school.

This sort of thing is what give* 
juvenile delinquency a bad name, 
at least among parents. 
So it may console the grown-up* 
some" hat to learn that "most chil­ 
dren like their mothers and father* 
but with certain definite reserva­ 
tions." 
This semi-demi-blanket endorse­ 
ment of parents reaches me through 
the Youth Research Institute. With 
Doe Kinsey keening after the old 
folks, there is no reason that a 
Mr. Lester 
Rand, president and 
director of the Institute, shouldn’t 
cross-question the kids. 
Mr. 
Rand. 
interested 
in 
"the 
tastes, attitudes and opinions of 
young people." has conducted a 
coast-Kweoast survey on what boys 
and girls from 5 to 12 years of age 
think of their parents' effort to rear 
them in a way that will keep them 
out of the pokey. 
It occurs to me that the con­ 
clusions reached by this survey are 
not apt to ground-loop anyone from 
sheer surprise. As I case the poll. 
kids think they are smarter than 
their parents and are impatient 
of discipline. 
If I remember correctly, this was 
the general complaint in my mob 
when I was In the 6-to-12 age 
bracket. 
I fell the grown-ups were nice 
and 
ujell-tneaning 
but 
scarcely 
bright (enough to cross the street 
by themselves with the traffic lights 
in their favor. 
My parents had not had the bene­ 
fit of a progressive education and 
it never occurred to either that you 
had to give an infant a logical argu­ 
ment as to why he shouldn’t throw 
the cereal on the door. They just 
gave him the back of the hand or 
the hair brush. 
Apparently, even today, there are 
a substantial number of parents 
who cling to this old-fashioned 
theory, because 88 percent of the 
kids polled beefed that parents are 
too arbitrary. Eighty-three percent 
bleated .that 
their parents “just 
gave orders with no reasons," like 
Mama a id Papa used to do. 
Mr. Hand obviously jeans to the

“parents would find the going easier 
In raising their children lf they 
learn to give simple, understand­ 
able explanations when asking them 
to do something."

Lait year General Eisenhower re­ 
peated this performance on a na­ 
tion-wide acale and entered the 
White House the first President for 
two decades wholly free of any fi­ 
nancial or political obligation to 
any labor boss. Without exception 
they were att against him—and still 
are—as witness the recent bellyach­ 
ing, demagogic Labor Day speech­ 
es of the 
Messrs. Reutber and 
Meany. It seems bard to believe 
that any detached observer could 
compare 
this 
Administration 
to 
those preceding it and not realize 
that there Is a very great differ­ 
ence, Indeed. Certainly, there is no 
hostility here now toward organixed 
labor its leaders. Neither the Presi­ 
dent 
nor 
his aides harbor 
any 
grudge against them. There will be 
some 
amendments 
to the 
Taft- 
Hartley Act along lines approved 
by Senator Taft in which General 
Ike concurs and which ought to 
be applauded by labor leaders gen­ 
erally—though. perhaps that is too 
much to hope. 


However, it in now clear that the 
CIO and AFL labor bosses are no 
longer in the driver's seat in Wash­ 
ington. They do not and cannot 
affect Administration policies. They 
are unable to dominate Government 
officials. They no longer scare Con­ 
gress and no one is very much 
afraid ofthem. They keep up a more 
or less steady stream of poisonous 
publicity, but it is relatively in­ 
effective. Responsible officials here 
want to protect the rights of or­ 
ganized labor and give it every­ 
thing to which it is entitled—but no 
more. And the "great labor states­ 
men" so accustomed to dictate and 
dominate are not in position to 
bully or brow-beat either the Gov­ 
ernment or the party in power. 


Few will deny that this is a 
salubrious change, good for the 
country and good for evarybody 
else, including organised labor. Nor 
will many deny raat it is a change 
strongly desired by the great bulk 
of the American people. Getting the 
heavy heel of these "labor states­ 
men" off the neck of the American 
President was a great achievement 
and a great change. There ought 
not to be any favored class In this 
country—and there seems to be 
none now.
